However, it might be slightly more complicated than just plug and play. I 
cannot remember if the 820 requires neutralization or not. Many of the old tube 
rigs had a small trimmer cap across the plates to ground, and the cap required 
adjusting to ''neutralize'' the final. 


I used to have an old Hallicrafters SR-150 and a National NCX-3, both of which 
required neutralizing (but I can't recall how to do it). If you have a manual, 
it ought to be in there. 


BTW there's an urban legend, that after the designer of the 6146 came out with 
the tube and it was on the market, RCA wasted little time in getting its version 
to the marketplace, which RCA called the 6146B --- implying there were 
significant improvements over both the 6146 and 6146A. Allegedly, it didn't 
take long for RCA to become the best-seller of the 6146.

Hi all: 
Interesting thread. I've experimented with one for 20m. 


First, note that the feedline is cut to a halfwave-length PHYSICAL, not 
ELECTRICAL. 


Second, the inside of the coax braid functions as the xmsn line to the "virtual" 
center 
feed point of the dipole. 


Third, the "near" half of the dipole is formed by the outside of the shield braid 
and the 

distance from the feedpoint end of the coax to the r.f£. choke coil. The choke coil 
is 

wound with the coax itself, but does not have any effect on the center conductor 
and 

inside of the braid as regards current flow and electrical length. 


Fourth, getting the r.f. choke coil to isolate the outer surface of the shield at 
the right 


point for resonance is tricky. This involves experimenting with (a) the number of 
turns and 

(b) just where the coil begins relative to virtual "center" of the dipole. It's a 
back-n-forth 

seesaw job. If you increase the turns, then you have to shift the position of the 
coil etc. 


Fifth, the r.f. choke coil is big -- 6-in diameter or so. So, the spacing of the 
turns becomes 

another finicky factor. A wavemeter shows that the actual outer end of the 
radiator 

formed by the outer shield of the coax is actually somewhere along the length of 
the 

coil. 


Sixth, I couldn't find any way of measuring the R/X existing at the center of the 
resulting 

dipole. Using an SWR bridge at the end of the coax beyond the choke coil, it is 
possible 

to get a low SWR, but the current flowing beyond the r.f. choke is not really 
suppressed. 

Using a bunch of binocular feritte beads disturbs the "tuning" achieved without 
them. So, 

whether the resulting dipole is actually near resonance can't be demonstrated by 
the 

R/X bridge method -- at least not by the ways I tried! 


Evenso, with enough fooling around, you'll get a functional antenna. It is very 
convenient 

for stringing from a motel window to a tree because you can just set up the r.f 
choke coil 

at the window, stretch the rest, and do the "tuning" with the coil winding 
adjustments in 

the room. 


Seventh, I bought 100ft of RG174 for the project. The problem is that the loss of 
this 

stuff skyrockets with frequency. So, there is a significant sacrifice in RG174 
power loss 

on the higher bands. Even though there is no loss to speak of via the outer 
surface of 

the shield which is functioning as the "other" half of the dipole radiators, the 
inside is 

still functioning as good'ol burn-up-power RG174. This will not be an issue with 
regular 

good coax. RG8X would be a good choice. 


Eighth, winding coax onto a 6-in form, and then trying to keep the bloody thing 


properly 

coiled while "rolling" the coil form to-n-fro for the best results takes magic. 
And the 

"tuning" in my setup was decidedly very touchy! 


But it will work OK.

I find it interesting that the CC line in the spam 
message below only shows email addresses with 
arrl.net in them. I checked the source files of 
the web pages of the QRP-L digests at AB4EL and 
while there are many arrl.net addresses, that are 
also many more that are not. Apparently the robot 
being used by the spammers is only keying on 
arrl.net adresses within the web pages or else (as 
I suspect) the email lists at arrl.net have been 
somehow compromised. Personally I would not be so 
quick the condemn AB4EL. 


I have been tracking spam here for about 2 months 
now and I never receive any spam using my regular 
address. The spam always comes to me with my 
arrl.net address attached through the server used 
by the ARRL for relaying mail using the arrl.net 
address. That is what leads me to my conclusion 
that the email lists of the ARRL are out there 
somewhere and easily available. 


Everyday at work I get spam offering to sell me 
600 million email addresses for $89. Would you 
like to place money on the fact that the ARRL 
database is on there somewhere? 


Let's face it folks. Spam is here to stay and 
will continue to grow. There are two things you 
can do to combat it in my opinion. 


1. Change your email address everyday 
2. Get off the Internet entirely. 


That is about it. It's here, it's staying and 
there is almost nothing you can do about it. 
Unless of course you want to spend 36 hours a day 
tracking down every spammer that sends you 
something. I work for a telecommunications 
company that provides high speed data services 
and I deal with this stuff on a daily basis.

Most people who responded to my question about restoring the bug I just 
bought suggested rechroming the pitted base. I didn't want to do that 
though, figuring it would decrease the bug's value. 


Someone contacted me privately and suggested something called Semi-Chrome, a 
chrome restorer frequently found in Harley motorcycle shops. The shops I 
contacted agreed it was good stuff but none of them had any. I did find 
something called X-TREEM that the seller claimed was even better, so I 
bought some. It's a roll of strong fiber that is saturated with some type of 
white gritty liquid. You cut off 2"- 3" pieces to polish with, then buff it, 
then follow it up with a good chrome polish. Although it's a lot of work, 
I'm very impressed with the results. And although it didn't do the miracle I 
was hoping for, the pitting isn't nearly as gaudy and many of the blemishes 
have disappeared. I also tried this stuff on the brass hardware on a key, 
and although it doesn't do miracles, I think it does a better job than 
anything I've tried.

Repeated 
flipping through these will give you a lot of familiarity with the 
questions and the right answers. 


Now to the for sale part of the message - I have the Extra card set for the 
exam that will be given through June 30, 2002. It sells on-line for $35 
with shipping. Mine are in excellent condition - just kept flipping through 
them at home - and for $15 I'll ship them USPO Priority to anyone who wants 
to take the test prior to the end of June (I guess you could use them after 
that, but a lot of new questions will be added). If you are a Washington 
DC area local and want to pick them up from me, $10 will do.

Having built many many kits starting with Heathkits back in the 60s, I 
still find it good fun to put another one together. When Brice, KA8MAV, 
offered the Tiny Tornado kits with what sounded like a quality batch of 
parts, I ordered one. Part of the appeal was it's name. It sounded like 
it could be the mascot for our NE-TX Tornados fox hunting team. 


When the kit arrived I found that indeed, the parts were all good 
commercial quality. The double-sided plated-through hole board is 
top-of-the-line. Every thing you need to build the board is provided. You 
will have to provide soldering equipment and the perpherial components 
needed to assemble it into an enclosure. Also included was a thourough 


assembly manual with plenty of assembly tips. Additionally, the manual 
includes suggestions for mods and enhancements and other useful 
information. Tiny Tornado's Pixie II heritage and the work done by Doug 
Hendrics and NorCal gets an honorable mention too. 


Assembly was straight forward and it was up and running first time ina 
couple of hours. The Tiny Tornado is based on circuits also used in the 
Pixie II. It uses only 3 active components to provide both the transmit 
and receive functions in a compact package. Because of the simplicity and 
direct conversion operation, the Tiny Tornado is subject to all the usual 
short comings. It's broadly tuned and is suseptible to BC interference. 


My TT was packaged in a small mint tin. You can see it on the QRPp-I 
website. I don't recommend this construction except for the novalty. 
Doing any mods or enhancements will be difficult. Give yourself room to 
work and include a battery to make your final results self-contained. 


The Tiny Tornado transceiver is a fun QRPp project with lots of options for 
learning and experimentation. If you have an interest, give it a try. 
Check out the QRPp-I website at http://www.qrpp-i.com/

Hello to the group 


I'm one of those list members that you never hear from....but I always enjoy 
reading the traffic from the members.... 


I'm also one of those fellows who doesn't get to operate very much on HF from 
home. When I do any extensive HF operating, it is mostly from motel rooms while 
travelling for my job. I just completed a one week stay in Oklahoma City and I 
got the opportunity to try out my cw fist again. I took two 20 meter rigs with 
me - a GM-20 and a not yet completed DSW-20. 


The GM-20 was set for about 2 watts output power. I completed construction of 


the DSW-20 in my motel room so I did not get a chance to measure its power 
output yet. 


Operating portable HF without access to an outside antenna can be a challenge. 
Since I use loaded dipoles installed in the rafters of my garage as my main 
antennas at home, that would be my logical choice. 


This time I used an indoor, loaded inverted Vee antenna. A normal inverted Vee 
would be about 16 1/2 feet on each leg but that is a little difficult to 
squeeze into a ground floor motel room (closer to a one bedroom apartment). 

I experimented with several versions of shortened or loaded inverted Vees. My 
last configuration was about 6 1/2 feet on each leg and made from a single roll 
of #18 wire that purchased from a Home Depot store. 


My form of loaded dipole needed loading coils. My coils were each 10 turn, 
single layer coils tight wound on 2 1/4 inch pvc pipe couplers that I also 
bought at Home Depot ( I spare no expense here @ WA8VZQ) The coils were 
installed about 36 inches from the center conductor and there was about a 40 
inch tail after the coil. I punched several 1/8 inch holes along the edges of 
the couplers to allow me to use tie wraps to secure the windings of the coils. 
(yep, I happened to have my hole punch with me; as well as a few tools, an 
antenna analyzer and a controlled temp soldering station; I carry a lot of junk 
when I travel) 


I made a small loop from the wire at the end of each leg and I used bunji (sp?) 
cords to suspend the ends of the antenna rather than use end insulators ( the 
hook of one end of the bunji cord attached to the small loop) and I attached 
the other cord ends to a chair and my laptop carrying case. 


I used a piece of coat hanger to make a hook to hold the center insulator for 
the antenna and attached the hook to a ceiling heater vent. My center insulator 
is also fabricated from pvc pipe parts and I have an eye hook built into the 
top of the center insulator for hanging. 


Tuning was accomplished by first measuring the resonant freq of the antenna and 
then deciding if I needed to add more turns to the loading coil or shorten the 
free ends of it. I was always fairly close because I used my HP programmable 
calculator & had written a program that not only calculated the amount of 
inductance needed but also the number of turns on the loading coil. The program 
was accurate with in about 1-2 turns on the loading coil. 


As I said earlier, I had several configurations. I found that longer versions 
(about 20 £t long) worked better as I would suspect BUT they got in the way too 
much. I finally settled on the fairly short 13 ft model which allowed my to get 
in and out of the bathroom without doing the limbo. 


I did learn quite a bit this trip, especially about the need for better 
advanced planning. Last week, Oklahoma was hit with a severe ice storm and I 


lost all electrical power from Thursday morning through Saturday noon. Although 
my GM-20 could run on batteries, I did'nt have any battery packs with me and my 
DSW-20 was not completed yet and without AC power, I didn't have a soldering 
iron. 


Yes, I spent 2 plus days in the dark with no radios that played - big lesson 
learned here - all equipment for WA8VZQ will now always be accompanied by one 
of those NiCad D cell laptop battery packs that I bought for emergency 
operating. And I will probably either be adding binding posts for connections 
to non-standard power supplies or making some adapters to accomodate the 
connection. 


Nothing was operational for the duration of the entire FBYO (Freeze your butt 
off) contest last weekend. I could have had a good multiplier too since the 
inside temp dropped down to about 50 F during the Friday/Saturday period. 
Sometimes you get the bear and other times you're in a pile of bear turds 
somewhere in the woods..... obviously the later in this case ;-)) 


So, what did I net at the end of this advanced engineering and logistical 
exercise? Well, I really only operated about an hour each day for a few days of 
the trip. My first contact was a short hop to Las Cruces, NM but my second 
contact netted Belgrade, MT - these were both made with the GM-20 and the 
longer dipole. The balance of my 9 contacts were made with my DSW, totals 6 
states with MT and GA being the longest and MO being the shortest distance 
covered balanced out with two CO and two AL stations, all on the shorten 
dipole. I wasn't taking any chances on the power going away again. 

I need to mention that the DSW-20 was running off of 8 AA batteries ;-)) 


I've had better luck on other trips. During a trip to OK a few years back with 
a similar long version of the loaded antenna, I managed to work 7 states & 3 
provinces with my GM-20..... plus 23 countries during the ARRL DX contest...not 
bad for 2 watts ;-)) 


Not any record breakers this time by any stretch of the imagination but 
considering the operating conditions and lack of operating time I'm satisfied.
